Provinces still are blocked. 

Although broken communication™ 
lines and disrupted railroad s.);v- 
ice make it impossible to learn the 
full exteny of the disaster, enousch 
is known to indicate it was one of 
the worst in recent years. 

The typhoon, coming from tha 
direction of the Island of Samar, 
cut a narrow swath of destructio’ 
along its course and mushroomed 
out in the southern provinces of 
Luzon Island. 

Flood and Tidal Wave, 

Here flooding rivers and a tido! 
wave added to the disaster, and in 
the towns of Batangas and Buuin 
alone there are 170 dead. Repufts 
of damage to property come from 
as far north as Los Banos, on-La- 
gona de Bay, which is-less than 59 
miles south of Manila. Manila itself 
was outside the storm area. 

Wire communications were sev- 
ered which prevented news of the 
disaster ffom becoming known 
here until yesterday. 

Army airplanes were unable to 
make a landing in the. stricken 
area in Batangas, but flew over the 
district and received messages from 
the Governor of the province telling 
of the damage. 


How News Was Obtained. 


The aviators circled low over, 
dropping messages tnstructing the 
citizens to hoist into the air mos- 
sages telling of the toss of life and 
the destruction of property. Kesi- 
cents obtained a long poic, tied 
m-esages to it and held it alo‘t, so 
that flyers could seize it as they 
passed. 

The Governor's message sail that 
5160 houses were destroyed” in Ba- 
tangas and there were 70 dead tn 
that town, with a number mitusing. 

A number met death in the over- 
flowing of the Calumbas River, and 
the huge sea wave which sub- 
mérged a town, the Governor eaid, 
near Batangas, took a hundred 
lives. This presumably was Bauan. 
The waters of the river were swept 
back into the town by the frorce of 
the typhoon. 

The town of Honagua, where 
trans-Pacific ships load copra, suf- 
fered severe damage, said a mes- 
sage from the steamer West Mo- 
mentum, which arrived there after 
the storm had subsided. Tho rnail- 
way station, a pier, a number of 
lighters and many small housas, as 
well as a large quantity of copra 
were destroyed. 


Hard Task of Relief Workers. 


Because of the havoc on the 
railways lines it is expected that 
getting into the storm belt with 
needed relief supplies will be slow.

It was 
contended that a government 
which had not the power to SUu- 
pervise the election of its own 
officers, to keep its own offices 
clean, free from corruption, has 
not the power of self-preserva- 
tion. ” 
In any event, the Congress 
specifically rejected the proposal 
to leave the matter to the states, 


the power of self-preservation is 
a dangerous power. It cannot 
well be contended it ts an injust- 
fice to a state to say that it 
shall not send corrupt m to 
legislate for the National Gov- 
ernment. 

In presenting the argument 
for the power to deal with the 
primaries, to purge elections of 
corruption, I am not assuming to 
pass upon any particular in- 
stance. But enough has been
